CHICAGO. Auk. 2:5.— With most of the 90,000 Illinois 
coal miners back in the pits, Chicago dealers said today 
that the householder will be able to get all the coal he 
wants next winter but will pay about two dollars a ton 
more than ast year. 
With schedules by operators expected tomorrow, local 
dealers estimated that coal which sold last winter for $8.50 
a ton will bring $10 and $10.50 a ton next winter. 
Mine 
cost of production in Illinois last year was placed at between 
$3.50 and $3.65 a ton. 
This has not decreased, dealers 
said and added that a fair price of $ 1.50 a ton at the mine 
had been fixed by Secretary 
Hoover. 
Dealers 
figured 
about $2 for freight and $2 for handling. 
It was customary, they said, for the operators to add 
their loss sustained during the strike. 
This, one official 
has estimated at $25,000,000. This loss, is was said by deal­ 
ers. would be spread over the estimated production up to 
next April I, when the present agreement expires.
